LWENSED GAMBLING IN 
HONGKONG. 

As on aid to the fuller and freer discus- 
sion of the question as to. whether public 
gambling in Hongkong should be rogulatod, 
forcibly suppressed, or let ulone, we intend 
giving blow a resumé of the views express- 
ed by snumber of prominent citizens, at a 
special gyncral mooting of the Chamber of 
Commere, held on the 3rd April, 1868, 
when the system of licensed gambling was 
in full wing. The meeting was held ‘to 
consider the effect of the present system of 
Licensed Gambling on the Trado of this 
Colony,and was presided over by the Hon. 
Phines Ryrie, who is still to the fore to 
speak personally as to his experiences dur- 
ing that time. P : 

Iu qening the meeting, tho Chairman 
honestly confessed that when the question 
of licoming gambling iu the Colony was 
first’ moted, he was of opinion that it 
would not do apy harm, while it might be 
& meant of doing good. After the sys:em 
had ben in operatin for some timo, 
howewt, he had reasun to alter his opi: 
nion, ad he unhesitatingly declared that 
it was working an incalculable amount of 
harm, In support of his assértion ho men- 
tioned that from personal enquities he had 
ascertined the opinion of nearly. every 
respedable Chinese with whom he had 
come {a contact, and nearly every one of 
them denounced the systent a3 one which 
was ting much mischief to the trude of 
the UJony. - He also said he understood 
that one member of the Chamber was in 
possesion of information showing that the 
licennd: gambling had materially dimin- 
lished the number of traders with smal 
mean—men who were in the habit of 
buying 20, 30.or 60 pieces of shirtings and 
taking them for sale to-the various towns 
and villages in the neighbourhood. - But 
the great ovil, the one of which they had 
obtalied snd could .obtain more ample 


proals, ‘was: te. increase: number of rob- 
beria by. ehroffs and othera engaged in

Mr Bosman, who was the only speaker 
who refrained from condemning the system, 
said there was no doubt thot gambling had.’ 
a bad effect on the Colody, a8 it hnd avery- 
wheruvlse ; but bribery inthe Police and tho , 
uso iifspies were also bad. Ho’ would rather 
have licensed gambling thancorrupt Police. 
He encluded by praposing: *That be- 
fore uxpressing an opinion as to the etfect of 
liconsud gambling this Chamber should ap- 
point Committee to make the necessary 
inquiries as to tho injury, cansed to the 
trade of the Oulony by licensod gambling. 

Mr Duneanson’ seconded this ~amend- 
ment. ; 

In-farthor discussion, Mr Bosman said 
thai before ab lishing the system they 
should suggest something bottor; and that 
H.E ‘the Governor —had-fuund tha, the 
Polico beeame More and mure corrupt, and 
had consequently to license gambling:

‘This depreciation had appeared to have 
fullen principally upon houses of $14 ‘or $20 
monthly rental, as many of the sinall shop-

Me Taylor here remarked that, rogarding 
the suppression of gambling, the Governor 
pus down the practice effectually for.a fort- 
right without letting any one know of it,

Nor, in considering this question, is it 
likely that the Gormans shoutd qvarlok 

ance of Russia to ‘the.frouviers of 
Tndia, and the obvious intention to connect 
the European with the “Endian system of 
railwaya by line or lines-passing through 
Russian territory. When we reflect that 
America ig now croased by three lines of 
trans-cuntinental railway from ocvan to 
ocoun, all passing through desart tracts of 
the most uninviting kind, it seems tulerably 
cortain that before the end of the century 
we shall soo a railiny, connecting Indin 
with the countries of Central Europe. Nor 
is it at all boyond the bounds of possibility 
that another railroad from Constantinyple, 
crossing a bridge over tho Bosphorus, will, 
before a generation is over, lead through 
Roumolia and Anatolia, across Mesopotamia 
and Persia, to what may perhaps still be 
our great Asiatic dependency, Just as fust 
as the Turkish Etpire falls under the 
direct or indirect control of Huropean 
Powers with definite views of thoic own 
commerciat policy, will the -Jatter part, of 
this schamo be carried out. ‘Much is going 
on in many directions which Englishmen 
slone refuse to take account of; though. we 
are more directly concerned in .these 
politicu-commercial projects. than anybody 
else. To snppuse that other nations regard 
with satisfaction tho ulmoat cornplete mona- 
poly of the Eastern trade which our gen. 
graphical position hes gradually secured 
for as since the end. of the seventeenth 
century, and which we have contrived to 
retain in spite of the Suez Canal, isa vory 
great mistake, 

But for tha moment tho interests of the 
Central Europoan Powers lio rather nearer 
home, In saying this we do not refer to 
.the manifest probability that, ere many 
yeats ary over, Gormany will be united in 
a Customs Leagne or in a yet closer con. 
nection with Halland ; thongh that in iteclf 
is a matter which should give rise to sorious 
reflections. Nor have we even the Aus- 
trian wlvance to Salunica in mind, which 
gives, of couraa, one great throngh-lino of 
taitway from the German QOoean to the 
Levant. The more immediate concorn is 
with the, Turkish railways and Baron 
Hirsch’s: cuncessions, which hayo hitherto 
stood in the way of a full development of 
the railway system in South-Eastern Bu- 
rope; No sitbjectis moro seriously discussed 
in Germany than this of the railway system 
of Eastern Europe and its extension 
throngh Asin. Nor should we forget that 
our trade with the portion of Enstern 
Europe under Turkish control, and with 
the, States of the Balkan Peninsula, bas 
reached its presont developinent by reason 
of the fact that, owing to breavhes in the 
connections and tho lack of political soli- 
darity, ns well vs the enermons ratea of 
freight charged on the Mirach lines, Ger- 
man and Austrian goods cannot be d-liver- 
ed in this region #0 cheaply as our own, 
When the linus are completed and in pi 
per order, and the rates are redaeed, our 
‘position will. not be so satisfactory. Al- 
rendy, wherever the “railroads bring Ger- 
man and Austrian manufactures into the 
territorivs direct, our trade in those parts 
has suffered. . Were the Turks to enter 
iuto a definite arrangowent: with either of 
the, two Central Kuropean Powers for a 
Customs tariff xs well as for the completion 
of tho railtoda, we might find ourselves 
shut out in effect from their market, and 
another step would have been taken to- 
mere the. comifiercial isolation of Eng-

of (hese weru Scotch ; others had come up 
from the eastern provinees af Canada; # 
few were Americans; but & ver large 
naaber—auine thousands—wers Met s, 0 
French Half-breeds—descendants of the 
‘cartiest servants of the Campany, who had 
come lap fren the Froneh-speakiug pro 
vince of Quebec, and wha, when they he 
gorved tieir Hime, had tarried dudian wi 
and settled duwn in the vountry, he 
children resulting rum these amons pre- 
sented py marked puculiavities of their 
own, ‘They possessed in some degree the 
churdetereties both uf the white aud of the 
red skinned races + buc their general habits, 
jnude of life, aud physique were Uhasy of 
the Indian rather than aft the white man.

power, of which they know nothing, was 
about to enter in and rale ever them. 
They vither knew nor eared anything 
about the government of Vanada; they 
merely knew that ‘thy Company’ aud 
themselves had Jong ucenpicd and pos- 
essed the whole reten ; and what security 
had thy that the new authority, whien 
they hurd was coming up to apportion 
their country olf into square Farms,- would 
pay any heed to their claims ¢ 

Whe transfer of the turritury from the 
Hudson's Bay Company to the Canadian 
governuent was effected about the middle 
of the year 1369,. A number of land-sur- 
veyors-were at once despatched to com- 
Mence surveying the couutry ; and a com- 
plete government, consisting of guvernor, 
ministors, secretaries, and all other fune- 
tionarics, few of whom had any acquaint- 
ance with tho freshly-acquired reyion, was 
found in Uttawa,.and despatched in a body 
to take possession of the new territory. 
This abortive yovernment reached Saint 
Paul, in the State of Minnesota (four hun- 
dred and fifty miles south of Fort Gurry, 
butatthat timo the nearest point or rail. 
way), carly in the following October, und 
there commenced to make preparations for 

“ dts long journey over the prairies. But 
news of its advent went on before; aud the 
arrival of the infurmation at Fort Garry 
fannol into the full blaze of rebellion the 
smouldering émbera of ignorant prejudice 
and alarm. The half-breeds held excited 
meetings, at which it waa decided to ap- 
pose—by foreo, if need be—the entrance of 
the governor, the Honourable Mr MacDou- 
‘gal, into the country. A theesage to this 
effect was forwarded to that gentleman, and 
the tick from the United States boundary 
was barricaded near the Lg. Salle River, 
some ten miles south of the fort. 

At this time there’appeared one Louis 
Riel, a French Hali-bread, who is de- 
geribed as-being a man of considerably 
greater intelligence, force of character, and 
capacity for leadership than tho average of 
the olass to which he belonged. This man 
now assumed the direction of the move- 
ment. He does not seem to have con- 
ducted himself at first in a way that was 
partipularly improper ; but, asthe weather 
preweolder, tho. Half-breeds “found them- 
elves in very poor winter-quarters at the 
La sulle River, and it was decided to retire 
upon Fort Garry. This was accordingly 
done tn the 2nd of November, Riel and 
about one hundred of his followors entor- 
ng the open gates of the fort without the 
slightest opposition: from the governor or 
other of the Company's officials. Once 
established in tho lerge stone fort, the 
yebols found themselves In comfortable eir- 
cumstances. They occupied a very. strong 
position, the fort boing astioned and de- 
fended by @ battery of thirteen six-pound- 
ers; and containing nearly four hundred 
Enicld rifles, and on sbundance of ammu- 
nition, besides. large quantities of suppliea 
of all kinds,-a well-filled safe, and an over-
